\\  7HEREAS  it  is  provided  by  law  that  the  nom- 

V V ination  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  from 
12  m.  to  2 p.m.,  and  the  polling,  if  any,  on  the  Thurs- 
day following  from  8 a.m.  to  4 p.m.;  and  it  is  further 
provided  that  the  Council  shall,  in  the  month  of 
December  in  each  year,  appoint  a Returning  Officer, 
and  shall  al  o name  the  polling  places  and  otherwise 
arrange  for  the  holding  of  the  coming  election;  and  it 
is  further  provided  that  the  polling,  if  any,  at  such 
election  shall  be  had  and  taken  at  such  place  or  places 
as  the  Council  shall  by  by-law  appoint;
